Another Atlantic Outlet. 



The Montreal Gazette publishes a 
letter from a fiottlor at Moo*o Factory, 
Hudson's Bay, giving a very intereating 
description of the ndjoiniug country, its 
fitnoas tor HOttlemcut, agricultural capa- 
bilities, and the like, From this account 
it would appear tbat u very orronooUB 
impression oxiats witb. rbgard to tbo 
country bordering upon Hudson's Buy. 
People hovo long been accustomed to 
think of it as an uninhabitablo Siberia, 
instoad i>f which' it possesses an agroe- 
ablo oliiuato and a most productivo soil. 
How long will British North America 
continuo in great part to bo a Bort of 
terra incognita ? Perhaps the mom inter 
eating view, howevor, is to be found in the 
theory that tho iriuiacontiuontul nulwny 
■which is to connect tho two groat oceans 
and all'ord a highway lor tho nations 
■will find its truo oantern terminus on 
Hudson's Bay. It is boldly allogod that 
«a railway to British Columbia, by tho 
■way of Mooso Factory, is tho natural 
and national route, and the one whirl), 
being improgne.blo, would best uubsorvu 
tbo interests of our Dominion of panada,, 
and thereby those of Ureat Britain. 
First, lot us look at that part of the 
route' lying between Hudson's Bay, or 
rather the ocean bsrbor of Mooso River, 
and tho Brilinh Islet-, From Great Bri- 
tain to Capo Farewell", on tho Bouthetn 
point ol Greenland, would bo a seven 
day's pasBage. Thence to tho ocoan 
harbor ot Mooso Kivor would take, say, 
sevon days moro, making, in all four- 
teen days, ' Hudson's Bay,' Bays tho 
dveller.at Mooso Factory, 'is open for 
navigation at least four months in the 
yoar- and although floating ioa is 6o_e- 
imos met with, still the navigation is safer 
than in tho Gull of St Lawettnce, aB 
thoro aro seldom ai.y fog*." It must 
bo admitted that tho Words " at leiu,t 
four uioiuhs in the year'' do not 
augur well for this new routo. " Four 
months in tho year " will scarcely meet 
the cxigoncos of a great national high- 
way. Lot, us glance at the claims of 
tbiB route, as presenting f'acilitios ior 
crossing the continent. Me.isuriu^ 
roughly on tbo atlas, wo find the fol- 
lowing distances; as tho crow flies :— 
From Moose River ocean harbor to 
Esquimau is nineteen hundred miles. 
From York Factory to Esquimalt is 
fourtoen huudrod miles, and to Skoena- 
mouth it is eighty miles further. It will 
thus appear that the distance by land is 
very much loss by this routo than by 
that via Canada and Halifax. Tho dis- 
tance from York Factory, probably the 
nearest harbor on Hudson's Bay, to 
Esquimau is by airline, fourteen hun- 
dred miUi. The distanco from Halifax 
to the samo place is 3,000 miles. The 
difference i» fuyor of the former is 
very startling ; but against that wo 
bavo several very weighty consider- 
ations. First, the distance by ocean 
is very much greater, nearly double 
•icond, it is for tho moat part in more 
nc Serly waters, where navigation is pro. 
cario,,, lt [10t impossible, during sevon 
or oigh\._ onlQS i D the year. Third, the 
Hudson's '^ a y roa to would not possess 
the importh,, a dyaqtage of passing 
through tho fo r w0 m& y 8a y five or six, 
Provinces ot Cu liu ] tti thereby binding 
the wbolo Dominio j n closer counectiou. 
As a terminus on lb Atlautio, wo aro 
willing to admit the imiortanbo of Hud- 
son's Biiy; but as the ea-* er n tor in in us 
of tho great trantcontino. tjtt [ railway, 
we cannot but regard it claims 
as unworthy of m.ch consiu na j 0(J> 
Upon tbo principle that it is well ic jj SV0 
two strings to oue's bow, and viewed i n j, e 
light of possible war between Great Brim,, 
and the United State*, the Hudson's Baj, 
route po-serBed considerable importance. 
But there is another view of ihis subjocl 
which mud not be overlooked. The ocean 
harbor of Moose River is as near to Toronto 
as the latter plaoa is lo Qdebcc. ft is twice 
tt8 near aa Hali ax. Oulurio would bo great- 
ly benefitted by railway connection with 
Hudson Buy. Not only would i: allord thai 
great province a seoood outlet on the At- 
lantic and a second route to Great Britain, 
but it would mora closily identify OntarU 
wi'h the trade and development, of the North 
Went, and would give it the lion's snare of 
the Hudson's Bay and Dav's Strait whale 
fisheries. The establishment ol such a 
harbor and outlet would exert an immense 
iuflueuce upou tilt: dev. lup.neui ol tbo great 
North West, while it would, at tbo same 
time, tend to incronsa ine naval as Well ae 
the commercial and agricultural power and 
development ol the Domraion. Tbe whole 
subject i<, therefore, well deserving of earnest 
consideration; (or, alibcugfi we are unnly 
convinced that the Canadian Pacific Railway 
mum oonpeet Esquimau on tbo Pacific with 
Halifax, ood probably eventually ai Johns 
on the Atlantic, it is undeniable that, as a 
second toruduus on the Atlantic and a B80- 
ond rotltu to tbo Britiab Ieles, and an a 
moons of opening up and developing the 
groat unknown North We t, with Us Dili 
dreamed bt reeoarcei), this lludson'a Bay route 
ia uot to bo sueerad at. And docs not tins 
Bubjoct suggest thoughts about the greatnciB 
of tbo torntory aud resouices of tbo Domta- 
iou, ami ol tbe , gfeatoeBfl ol its probable 
futuro: _
